We have formerly given an Inftance much like 
this, but the Toad immediately dyed when it came in- 
to the open Air, perhaps it won’t be amifs to Philofo- 
phize upon the Matter, and enquire firft, How ‘twas poffi- 
ble that the Toad fhould come there ? Next, How fhe fhould 
fubfft ? To the firft We think We may eafily account 
for it thus; "Tis very well known that Minerals and 
Stones grow in the Earth, and fince We can allow no 
fuch ghing as Equivocal Generation, or that this Frog 
could be produced with Parents of the fame kind, We 
conclude that it fell into fome Chink of a Rock, pro- 
bably when it was very fmall, and not being able to 
Jeap out again, the Rock Few and clos’d upon it, but 
fince common Motion will wear ahy thing away, there- 
fore much more will it hinder the growth of what 
would be ; fo that the Toad moving very often, and 
the Motion of Palpitation or drawing its Breath being 
continual, it’s impoflible that the Stone fhould clofe to- 
gether where it was; alfo the Drawing of its Breath be. 
ing a continual brisk Agitation of the Air, it’s impoflible 
but that the Rock which is of its own Nature porous, 
would aeccidentally be fo much more where the Toad 
had Communication with the open Air, and perhaps 
the very fame Conveniency ; fo that We rather incline 
to believe that ic was not the groffnefs or Change of 
Air that kill’d the Toad when he came into the open 
light, but fome hurt or bruife. If ie be demanded, How 
‘twas poffible chat a Toad could live fo confiderablea 
time without fuftenance ? We anfwer, "Tis very hard 
to determine whether a Frog or a Toad has any other 
Suftenance befides Air, which tho’ not commonly taken 
Notice of, gives great Nourifhment, and anfwers to 
Creatures upon the Earth what Water does to Fithes, (7c. 
but no Body ever queftioned, but Water gave one half 
of the Nourifament that the whole Creation ufually re- 
ceives eithe immediately or under fome other form, as 


Drinks, and even the Radical Moifture of the Plante 
Herbs, Trees, Fruic, is in fome great meafure 
under another Form: ‘tis more than poflible that the 
Hiatus or Chink of the Rock might not be perfeétly 
clos'd up, and thae the Rain falling might ftand in it, 
and drain thro’the Pores to the Relief of the poor Cap. 
tive ; however, Air ic felf might be fufficient for its 
prefervation, for any Difcoveries that have been yet 
made of other Nourifhment for thefe fort of Creatures.
